Czechs, Germans

The clash came in the midst of 
a tense situation over Slovak in- 
dependence in which German sup- 
port of the Slovak separatists is 
suspected. One Czech was report- 
ed. seriously injured and two 
slightly.

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PEACE SIGHTED 
IN SPAIN AS 
REDS CRUSHED 


Last Communist Strong- 
hold In Madrid 
i Falls 


HENDAYE, France, March 13.— 
Having crushed a six-day Com- 
munist uprising, General Jose 
Miaja today was reported prepar- 
ed to make immediate peace with 
General Franco to forestall further 
a new Nationalist offensive. 

The “plan,” it was believed, means 
peace with Nationalist General 
Franco, whose terms are uncon- 
ditional surrender. 

A radio announcement was made 
after a meeting of the national de- 
fence council that began immediate- 
ly after the last Communist strong- 
hold in Madrid feil 

The two chief leaders of the revolt 
were captured, including Lieutenant 
Colone] Francisco Bueno, former 
commander of the second army 
corps, five miles east of | -adrid, and 
Lietitenant Colonel Jose Barcelo 
former commander of the first army 
corps, captured at La Pedriza, north 
of Madrid. 

With the fall of the die-hard 
Communists who opposed the pro- 
gram of peace with Spanish Na- 
tionalists, 3,000 Republican prison- 
ers who had been in the hands of 
the insurrectionists, were freed. 

The freed prisoners included the 
Socialist civil governor of Madrid, 
Jose Gomez Osorio. 


PRISONERS FREED 

The released prisoners included 
800 who had been Jocked up by the 
Communists in the basement of the 
former royal country palace at El) 
Pardo, northwest Madrid, where | 
Monday’s revolt under Colonel Jose | 
Ascano preceded the main uprising 
Tuesday.

IS CLARIFIED 


Court Ruling Against Or- 


ganization Causes Sen- 
sation In Press 


NEW YORK, March 13—The 
English press was reported in a 
cable from London last night to 
be treating as a sensation a ruling 
in the chancery division of the 
high court of justice by Justice 
Sir Charles Alan Bennett to the 
effect that the world famous re- 
ligious body known as the Ox- 
ford Group does not exist for the 
promotion of religion in the legal 
sense. 

The case was one involving a 
legacy of $2,500 to the Oxford 
Group. Justice Bennett ruled that 
since the Oxford Group has no for- 
mal organization it does not exist 
legally. The judge then said it was 
suggested that the Oxford Group 
existed for the advancement of re- 
ligion but he did not find anywhere 
evidence that the group existed for 
the promotion of religion in, the 


legal sense. He could not hotd | 


therefore that the purposes of the 
Oxford Group were réligious.

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A Retiral Pension Pian 


With a teachers’ pension scheme in 
the making, the public school board of 
the city is now considering a reduction of 
the age at which teachers will be retired, 
from 70 years to 66, later on to 65. 
And—the guess may be hazarded—before 
long the age limit will be set at 60. Any- 
one who teaches school up to that age 
has done his bit for the coming genera- 
tion and the present one, and should be 
given a holiday with income sufficient 
for a fair standard of living. 

The arrangement that is thus working 
itself out in regard to teachers is a small 
scale model of a retiral pension plan 
which should be in course of preparation 
for citizens of every class in Canada. 
What is true of the teaching profession 
is true of every other occupation; older 
people hang onto jobs in order that they 
may live, and in doing so prevent younger 
persons from getting employment. 

The patent fact is that the entire 
man-power and woman-power of the 
country cannot now be continuously em- 
ployed ‘from school age to old age. The 
proof is that with industry and trade and 
professional life employing more persons 
than ever before there is an unemployable 
army of young men and women, fitted for 
work but unable to find it. The paradox 
is that the older workers are supporting 
multitudes of young people in involuntary 
idleness. 

What is being done for the teachers— 
with their co-operation — in Edmonton 
and elsewhere, should be done for people 
of all classes in all parts of the Dominion. 


The Way of Salvation? 


Mayor Bone of Belleville mounts the 
rostrum to say no government, Dominion 
or provincial, and no Liberal or Conserv- 
ative organization, is seriously interested 
in the welfare of Canada. Further, that 
the governments are in office “for them- 
Selves personally and for their parties, 
and force of one kind or another is the 
only thing that is going to move them.” 

It must make His Worship lonesome 
to think that — unless he admits there 
may be some decent chaps in the muni- 
cipal councils — he is the only honest 
and public-spirited man in the public life 
of the country. 

But the Belleville Mayor is a con- 
structive thinker, not merely a destruct- 
ive critic. To set matters to his satis- 
faction he wants a unity party with a 
hard-boiled policy; pledged to try political 
crooks and also ministers not measuring 
up to its idea of competence, settle the 
railway question off-hand, put through a 
defence scheme of its own design, end 
provincial dictatorships, bring the civil 


servants to time, regularize defaults, 
cancel overlapping services, abolish ex- 
cess government, fix the tariff to suit 


itself, and end unemployment. 

Maybe this is a gospel of salvation for 
Canada, but a fairly long memory fails 
to recall any political program of any 
party that invited more suspicion per 
clause or more clearly expressed contempt 
for public opinion. What appears to rile 
Mayor Bone is that our governments pay 
attention to what the taxpayers seem to 
want.

They forbid hope — if 
there has been any — that Canada’s 
armament program would be a bonanza 
for munitions- makers, and that war 
would produce another crop of profiteer 
millionaires.

The absurdity of the 
theory must have been apparent to some 
of them. 

In what conceivable way would Britain 
or France be profited if Hitler carried out 
his threat to invade Russia, add several 
millions to the population of the Reich 
and the wheat lands of the Ukraine to its 
war assets? -Or if Germany by engaging 
Russia left Japan a free hand to extend 
its conquest program in Asia to French 
and British territory in that continent? 

Even the obsession that the demo- 
cracies would like to see the Soviet ruined 
—unfounded as it is so long as Moscow 
minds its own business—can hardly blind 
Stalin to the obvious fact that the demo- 
cracies recognize Russia to be a counter- 
poise to the predatory ambitions of the 
Trinity of Threat. While Russia is strong, 
Germany, Italy and Japan cannot leave it 
out of their calculations in planning to 
destroy Britain and France. 

Surely Stalin credits the democratic 
governments with sense enough to see 
that. The ridiculous accusation that they 
are conspiring to strengthen their poten- 
tial enemies suggests a feeling on his part 
that the Red morale needed pepping-up 
by a strong dose of anti-foreign propa- 
ganda.

National Service 


We are re-arming not because of any cer- 
tainty that war is coming or that war is not 
coming, but because the reasons for fearing that 
war may come have visibly increased in the 
eyes of all intelligent men. The danger may— 
and we hope will-—recede, but nothing indicates 
that it has yet receded. Meanwhile the degree 
of our own peril, supposing war comes, has in- 
creased in the past five years through the pre- 
paredness of other countries and the relative 
tardiness of our own preparations. So much was 

“recognized, with a startled dismay, but the or- 
dinary man and woman during the anxious 
weeks last autumn, and many hastened to offer 
their services for that period of crisis or for any 
future period, in whatever way the Government 
could best make use of them. Neither Govern- 
ment nor local authorities, as it was then ad- 
mitted, were ready to assign to their proper 
duties those who wished at the time to serve. But 
the organization is now, the Government's advis- 
ers suggest, built up an enthusiasm for national 
service, vivid but unharnessed in September, can 
now be directed and voluntarily disciplined. — 
Daily Telegraph and Morning Post (London). 


A Growing Menace 


If it has been possible to do something for 
unemployment, it must be admitted that we have 
not been able to do away with it altogether. At 
the very least the situation remains difficult and 
our public bodies are paying it constant atten- 
tion. An old proverb says that an ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure. It is also easier. 
If we have not succeeded in completely curing 
unemployment, is there no means by which we 
can try to prevent it or, at least to a certain ex- 
tent, try to limit its ravages? For these ravages 
will certainly spread with the natural growth of 
the population. If we look at this growth we 
See that it figures out at 45,000 every year. It is 
established that 22,000 girls and 23,000 boys attain 
the age of 21 each year in this province. Speak- 
ing of the latter only, we estimate that they are 
divided into 10,000 in the country and 13,000 in 
the cities. By a very optimistic estimate we may 
sume that out of these 6,000 succeed in estab- 
ishing themselves in the cities in this province. 
If, therefore, we permit this phalanx to add itself 
to the number of unemployed, what will their 
numbers be in ten or twenty years?—La Patrie 
(Montreal). 


Is There a Difference? 


There is a bill before Parliament which, if 
passed, would give Government control over the 
profits and dividends of companies which get 
tariff protection. This is in line with the sug- 
gestion made by Mr. Justice Turgeon in his 
report on the textile industry. »In that report 
he proposed that corporations which receive 
tariff protection should be required to submit 
to the inspection of Government auditors at all 
times. The present bill, presented by a Quebec 
member of Parliament, is a norma! follow-up to 
that proposal, for it would give Government the 
authority to regulate the amount of subsidy it, 
by tariff, compels the Canadian consuming pub- 
lic to give such concerns. 

At present the subsidy given by Canada to 
protect industry is hardly regulated. And.the 
system of subsidy of tariff is itself inequitable, 
as between protected industries, in that it gives 
the large producer, by reason of his lower costs, 
a larger subsidy than the small producer. No 
one apparently objects to that inequality. 

But when the same inequality appears in the 
guaranteed minimum wheat price it is con- 
sidered sufficient reason for abandoning protec- 
tion altogether. ; 

If that inequality is sufficient reason for 
stopping protection for wheat producers then it 
is sufficient reason for stopping protection for 
secondary industries.—Saskatoon Star-Phoenizx., 


Wheat Policies 


This presentation of the cause of the wheat 
grower clearly indicates that in thé farmers’ 
“organization” there is a spirit, an opinion, that 
seeks “protection” in two ways: (1) Protection 
against competition between co-operative wheat 
marketing agencies—for example, between the 
Manitoba Grain Growers and the Wheat Pool; 
and (2) “Protection” which will “safeguard 
against the hazards of agricultural production.” 
It is quite true that the Gardiner Wheat Policy 
does not provide for this “protection.” How any 
Government can provide for it without endan- 
gering tbe solvency of the country has yet to be 
discovered. The United States endeavored to do 
so and failed; Brazi! tried it with coffee and 
failed; Great Britain tried it with rubber and 
failed; the United States tried it with cotton and 
failed. Control of the price of wheat and the 
distribution (marketing) of wheat is more diffi- 
cult than any of these commodities, because 
wheat can be produced in any country under the 
sun, and because bread is more vital to national 
life than any other commodity. 

But let there be full and free discussion, un- 
biased by partyism or “poolism,” or any other 

“ism,” because wheat is more important than all 

the “isms” boiled down together.

Pius XI, thus symbolizing the end | 
of the 59-year controversy between | 


the Holy See ‘and the Italian State 
which had kept the Popes volun- 
tary prisoners within the Vatican 
and prevented coronations in pub- 
lic view. 


The reconciliation came with 
signing of the Lateran accords in 
1929, one of the chief accomplish- 
ments of the reign of the new 
Pontiff's predecessor, Pope Pius 
XI, who died Februery 10, two 
days before he would have celeb- 
rated the 17th anniversary of his ac- 
cession to the throne of St. Peter. 


To receive the crown, Pope Pius 
XII sat on a_ gilded temporary 
throne on the balcony half way up 
| the massive facade of St. Peter's. 

A rich crimson tapestry with the | 
crown and keys of St, Peter’s em- 
broidered in gold hung from the} 
railings. Above the throne was sus- 
pended a crimson canopy fringed 
| with gold. 

A warm mid-day sun shone from | 
a blue-cloud-flecked sky as the) 
ritual came to this climatic moment.

Of course the post-war change in mor- 
als and mores had a good deal to do with this too, but 
Rickard helped it along and was the first to take advantage | 
of it. The baseball clubs are still trying to attract women to 
the big-league games with their periodic ‘Ladies’ Days” on 
which women with escorts (who must buy a ticket) are 
admitted free to the ball parks, in an effort to develop their 


taste for the game. 


The logic of the thing is so 
simple and striking that it is o 
wonder no one thought of it 
before.

But there was another important 
bit of accurate psychology to which 
Rickard was privy and it was quiie 
naturally a hangover from his) 
gambling days. He knew that) 
money breeds money. He knew how 
to exhibit it, use it, ballyhoo it, 
spend it, make it work for him. 
From the time that he piled twenty | 
thousand dollars jn gold in a store! 
window in Goldfields, Nevada, the) 
purse for the Gans-Nelson fight, to 
the climax when he handed Tunney 
that much-photographed cheque for! 
a million dollars, Rickatd used | 
money to make money. } 

If he paid his boxers what seemed | 
like utterly fantastic and immoral | 
sums, it had its effect; the money 
poured right back again through tne | 
box office. He surrounded all his 
promotions with the glitter of goid, 
because he had learned its power 
and its attraction in Alaska and in 
the West, where only gold was) 
money. It was Rickard who printed 
the first embossed gold-backed fight | 
ticket that looked like a treasury | 
certificate and was infinitely more| 
precious. 


NO SCARED MONEY 

The gambler that he was knew) 
that pikers never won, The race- | 
track men have another expression 
for it: “You can’t win with scared | 
money.” Rickard’s money was never | 
scared, because he always had 
wealthy backers, chief among them | 
John Ringling, the circus man. And 
so he spent. He spent on the con- 
struction of arenas, on publicity and | 
ballyhoo, on ushers and police, but) 
mostly on fighters, 


Be rewarding prizefighters for 
their services with small fortunes 
ranging from a hundred thoucand 
to a million dollars, he took them 
out of the class of common pugs 
and bruisers and made them 
People of consequence. A light- 
weight champion could make 
$150,000 in one night. A light 
heavyweight could earn $250,000, 
and a heavyweight who was not 
even a champion half a million. 


Here was no grubby uncouth 
roughnecks slogging one another 
bloody for ham-and beans money, 
cheap pugs who lived in the under- 
world from whence they sprang, 
but a true aristocracy of the ring, 
men who drove high-priced cars, 
owned beautiful country homes, 
had fat bank-accounts, and dressed 
like millionaires, Whether they 
fought well or not, it was worth 
going to see men with such a fan-| 
tastic earning capacity, one that be- 
came simply stupendous when 
broken down into dollars earned 
per minute of competition. 


For the Firpo fight Dempsey was 
actually paid close to $120,000 per 
fighting minute, $20,000 a second. 
The fight lasted exactly three min- 
utes and fifty-eight seconds, and 
Dempsey’s purse wes $470,000. 
TIMES WERE RIGHT 


True, the times had to be right, 
with money to burn and money to 
squander, plus the worst of all war 
hangovers, the Just and craving for 
stimulation and excitement to re- 
place and resolve the terrible ner- 
vous pitch at whieh people had 
lived from 1914 to 1919. But times 
were right. All of these things were 
a part of the nation, and from them 
Rickard distilled the elements 
which .resulted in the staggering 
figures appearing at the beginning 
of this chapter. 

What is it that makes people 
leave their homes of a night and 
fight their way through traffic, sub- 
way, elevated, and surface car and 
bus crowds to an outdoor stadium 
Seating anywhere from 70,000 to 
130,000, to battle even worse crushes 
and jams to get inside to attend a 
prizefight? Ordinarily the answer 
might be: “To see two evently

VILLAIN VS, HERO 

It was that primarily that sold the 
Dempsey-Carpentier fight in such 
quantities, with Dempsey figuring 
as the villain and Carpentier as the | 
lily-white hero, It had to be some- | 
thing like that, because on the face | 
of it, it was no match at all, Carp-| 
entier never in his life was more 
than a light heavyweight who) 
could make 173 pounds, but who} 
usually weighed in around 170 or 
even less and who for the Dempsey | 
fight, for which his weight during 
the training period was kept a 
secret, was hardly more than a 
heavy middleweight, 

Carpentier, too, was invaluable 
to Rekard in cracking the social 
surface. Tex's promotional ven- 
ture at Toledo back in 1919 when 
some twenty thousand pecp!e had 
contributed half g million dollars 
for the privilege of viewing his 
version of Jack the Giant-killer, 
with Dempsey spreading the su- 
perior sneer that rested on Wil- 
lard’s features as the bout started 
all over his face in a bloody pulp, 
must have given him some idea of 
what could be done if one only | 
had a larger audience from which 
to draw one's customers. 

The crowd that baked in the) 
Toledo sun as Dempsey battled Wil- 
lard was with few exceptions 
strictly a male audience and not a 
high-class one. Women wefe ex-| 
ceptional and the social element 
was strictly absent. 


LIKED TOP HATS 

Rickard alvays had a great) 
yearning for what he called “the| 
finest class of people.” And I never 
knew whéther it was this yearning 
and the means he took to satisfy it! 
that led to his success or whether | 
he acquired his passion for thein 
after he discovered what they| 
meant to his promotional adven-| 
tures, But I remember him the year | 
before he died in Miami following 
an operation for a gangrenous ap-_ 
pendix, standing just inside the 
front lobby gates of Madison Square} 
Garden as the crowd came in for} 
some prizefight or other. There wes 
a plentiful sprinkling of silk hats, 


white ties, and tails, and lovely | 
women enshrouded in fine evening- | 
wraps. 


Tex beamed and seized me by the | 
arm, “Look at all those fine people 
coming to patronize my shows,” he 
said.

MOSCOW, March 13.—A scheme 
attributed to Britain to use Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan as pawns 
in a grandiose realignment of 
world forces for the benefit of the 
British Empire was reported today 
to the 18th annual All-Union Con- 
gress of the Communist Party. 

Dimitri Manuilsky, delegate 
the executive committee of 
Communist International, 
gates British imperialists were plot- 
ting to satisfy Italian Premier 
Mussolini in the Mediterranean at 
the expense of France 

He pictufed the alleged British 
scheme as a move to detach Musso- 
lini from the Rome-Berlin axis 
while “breaking the teeth” of Chan- 
cellor Hitler in a British-encouraged 
German plot Soviet Russia 

“In the Far East British reac- 
tion dreams of dividing China,” 
he asserted. “They permit Japan 
to weaken China but at the same 
time encourage military and eco- 
nomic weakening of Japan in 
order to act as arbiter in a ‘Munich 
peace of the Far East’.” 

While he described the purported 
scheme as aimed especially at vitally 
weakening Germany, Italy and 
Japan, Manuilsky said “British reac- 
tion does not desire the collapse of 
Fascism either in Germany, Italy or 
Japan 
“It wants to help the govern- 
ments of 
them from bankruptcy by grant- 
ing them loans—thus making the 
Favcist states depend on the Brit- 
ish Empire,” he charged,
